Gore website 
owner granted 
bail, but no net 


Public interest. 

Court told video was 
posted so people could 
decide if it was fake

Mark Marelc, the Edmonton 
owner and operator of a gore 
website that allegedly posted 
a graphic murder video, was 
granted bail on Thursday but 
was forbidden to go on the 
Internet. 

Marelc was charged earlier 
this week with corrupting 
morals. 

Police allege he posted a 
video in the spring of 2012 on 
bestgore.com titled ‘1 luna¬ 
tic 1 ice pick’ sent by Luka 
Magnotta that depicts the 


murder of Jun Lin. 

Marelc wore orange Ed¬ 
monton Remand Centre 
coveralls when he appeared 
in court on Thursday via 
CCTV. He was released on 
$7,500 bail. 

Lawyer Guy Doyon told 
the courtroom that Marelc 
posted the video in the pub¬ 
lic interest with a disclaimer 
asking if it was real because it 
seemed fake. 

The contents of the video 
were described in court on 
Thursday but are banned 
from publication. 

The bald webmaster was 
detained, but not arrested, 
on July 10 when he landed 
in Vancouver after several 
months spent in Asia. 

He then returned to Ed¬ 
monton and authorities 
asked him, via e-mail, to 
come in for an interview. 

Crown prosecutor Julie 


Roy told court that following 
the police interview, Marelc 
went to a West Edmonton 
Mall bank. 

When Marelc was arrested 
a short time later, he was 
carrying his passport and 
$18,000 in cash. 

Doyon said that money 
is the extent of Marelc’s life 
savings and his sole income 
comes from his work on the 
Internet. 

Marelc spoke briefly in an 
accent to confirm he does not 
have a Slovakian passport. 
Doyon cut him off when he 
appeared to begin to discuss 
the contents of his website. 

Magnotta is scheduled 
to stand trail in the fall of 
2014 for the murder and dis¬ 
memberment of Lin, a uni¬ 
versity student, whose body 
parts were mailed across the 
country. The case made head¬ 
lines around the globe. 
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Prostitution 
sting. Premier 
disgusted’by 
MLA’s arrest 
in Minnesota 


Premier Alison Redford says 
she is “disgusted” by the arrest 
of one of her caucus col¬ 
leagues in a prostitution sting 
while on government business 
in the United States. 

Redford says Mike Allen’s 
conduct was “more than 
inappropriate” when he was 
attending a legislative confer¬ 
ence in St. Paul, Minn. 

Allen was arrested Monday 
night by police and faces a 
possible charge of soliciting a 
prostitute. 

“You’ll know that in 
Alberta when I was justice 
minister, we started doing 
work with respect to the 
sexual exploitation of women 
and human trafficking. This 
is an issue that is veiy close 
to my heart,” Redford told 
reporters Thursday morning 
at her annual K-Days breakfast 
in Edmonton. 

Allen has resigned from 
the governing Progressive 
Conservative caucus, but he 
remains as an Independent 
MLA for Fort McMurray-Wood 
Buffalo. 

Redford says it’s up to 
people in Allen’s riding to 
decide whether he should 
continue to represent them. 

“He’s an elected member 
of caucus. He’s an elected 
person from Fort McMurray. I 
understand he has said that he 
will go back to his community, 
his constituents, to have that 
discussion. That is appropriate 
at this time,” Redford said. 

Redford said she demanded 
that Allen reimburse the gov¬ 
ernment for all the expenses 
he incurred on the trip and 
she said it is her understand¬ 
ing that he has done so.

Tracking transit. Smart Bus system raises red flags for union 


Edmonton transit’s new 
Smart Bus system will give 
the city the ability to look 
live onto its buses, but the 
Amalgamated Transit Union 
is worried about what they 
will be looking for. 

The city showcased the 
new technology Thursday. 
The system provides GPS 
tracking of buses, and live 
video from inside and in front 
of the vehicles. 


“We always get those con¬ 
cerns, that people don’t feel 
safe on buses. This is just one 
step toward making people 
feel safe,” said ETS super¬ 
intendent Malcolm Hodgson. 

Pepito Tabelon, a transit 
inspector who works in ETS’s 
control centre, said the tech¬ 
nology is great for improving 
response times. 

“Any time we can assist... 
a lot faster and know exactly 


what is happening with (a 
driver) and that bus, it is 
peace of mind for us,” he said. 

Transit union president 
Stu Litwinowich said the safe¬ 
ty benefits are great for eveiy- 
one, not just drivers, but his 
concern is the system will be 
used for more than safety. 

“They are going to quickly 
turn this into another means 
of discipline for drivers.”

Police lay charges in 
fatal 2012 hit-and-run 


Faith Jackson. 
Young mother killed 
in October crash

Nine months after an 18-year- 
old woman was killed in the 
city’s north end, Edmonton po¬ 
lice charged a 33-year-old man 
with criminal hit-and-run. 

Kenneth Raymond Didech- 
lco, 33, was charged Thursday 
with hit-and-run causing death 
and unlawfully causing bod¬ 
ily harm after what police de¬ 
scribed as a complex investiga¬ 
tion. 

Faith Jackson was struck on 
82 Avenue near 114 Street dur¬ 
ing the early morning hours of 
Oct. 14, 2012. Witnesses said 
the driver of a black car fled the 
scene, and police later found 
a black Dodge Charger aban¬ 
doned on the northern edge of 
the city, which was registered 
to Didechlco’s employer. 

Jackson may have stepped

onto the roadway before she 
was hit, but EPS Acting Det. 
Marty McKenna said her ac¬ 
tions here are not important. 

“This is a young lady that 
was killed at the hands of a 
driver who fled the scene. Like I 
said earlier, we are treating this 
as a homicide. We are not go¬ 
ing to pass any fault on to Faith 
Jackson.” 

Didechlco was arrested 
Thursday morning after police 
initiated a traffic stop. A charge 
of failure to provide a breath 
sample was also laid, stemming 
from that traffic stop.

Total war. GuZoo debate 
heats up, but is either 
side breaking the law? 


Wrinkled pages of the Can¬ 
adian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms stapled to a board 
greet entrants coming off a se¬ 
cluded dirt road and into the 
homestead of GuZoo owner 
Lynn Gustafson. 

The message is clear: this 
is his property. Trespassers 
won’t be tolerated. 

Elsewhere, there are more 
subtle signs that the private 
zoo on site, home to as many 
as 500 domestic and exotic 
animals, has been the source 
of controversy over the years. 

Entrants are required to 
sign in at the main office 

— full name, city, phone 
number — and small secur¬ 
ity cameras are perched atop 
multiple enclosures. 

A notice on the barn en¬ 
trance into the petting zoo 
informs visitors they are wel¬ 
come to take photos, but adds, 
“RCMP will become involved 
if your photos are used in any 
activist-defined capacity.” 

Gustafson isn’t joking. 
Since May, he’s called in law 
enforcement at least three 
times: twice after apparent 
trespassing and most recently 
for a bomb scare that forced 
visitors to be cleared out for 
hours on a busy Saturday. 

Front and centre in the 
latest GuZoo outciy is new 
photos and video provided 
first to Metro by the Council 
of Concerned Albertans for 
Animal Welfare and Public 
Safety (CCAAWPS), which 
was launched in 2007 with 
the sole purpose of shutting 
down GuZoo. 

The items, obtained by 
a so-called whistle-blower 

— one that RCMP are now 
looking into in response to a 
trespassing complaint — de¬ 
pict dirty birdcages and food- 
preparation stations, maggots 
crawling through food and at 
least four animal carcasses 
stacked in bams and on piles 
of garbage.

Criticism grew when re¬ 
nowned Internet activist 
group Anonymous repub¬ 
lished the images in a You¬ 
Tube video. 

The video features a figure 
in a Guy Fawkes mask warn¬ 
ing: “Eveiy day this disgusting 
farm is not held accountable 
for their actions, our resolve 
will strengthen and our focus 
will become on government 
officials who refuse to address 
the shameful conditions at 
GuZoo.” 

Julie Woodyer with Zoo- 
check Canada believes all of 
Alberta’s zoos have problems 
but said “the most serious and 
most widespread problems 
are at GuZoo.” 

Woodyer believes the facil¬ 
ity has managed to stay open 
because Gustafson is able to 
tidy things up temporarily. 

According to the province, 
zoos are required to be in¬ 
spected at least once a year in 
a pre-arranged visit. A veterin¬ 
arian can request visits occur 
more often. 

The province did tempor¬ 
arily revoke Gustafson’s per¬ 
mit in 2011, and GuZoo now 
apparently operates under 
stricter conditions. Critics 
have conceded the public 
areas of the facility have been 
cleaned up but allege that the 
real horror lurks behind the 
scenes. 

Woodyer believes it will 
take a consistent outciy to 
shut GuZoo down. 

Yet staff at the facility ap¬ 
pear intent on fixing their 
brand. Since the whistle¬ 
blower footage surfaced, a 
new website and social media 
accounts have been launched.

GUZOO 



Ten dollars at GuZoo’s front gate grants 
you access to a surreal animal world. 

In the petting bam, a French bulldog 
finds the perfect spot to nap up against 
the pot belly of a pig. You can pet both, 
but neither shows much interest. 

There are, however, plenty of playful 
goats, cats, rabbits and even some lizards. 
But visitors are told to watch out for the 
iguana, a rescue animal with an attitude. 

Cages are not exactly species-specific. 
In one, a rabbit bounces around beneath 



two squawking parrots. One bird has mas¬ 
terful timing, startling visitors leaving the 
barn with the word “bye.” 

Outside, three free-roaming basset 
hounds journey from cage to cage, keep¬ 
ing watch, before finally coming to rest in 
front of the lion’s den. They bark repeat¬ 
edly while the massive cat paces frantic¬ 
ally and responds with the occasional roar. 

The animal enclosures separating the 
big cats — two tigers, four lions and a 
whole pride of cougars — are not what 
you would find in the city. You can get up 
close and personal with each, but two fen¬ 
ces keep the animals at bay — only some¬ 
one with the wingspan of a professional 
basketball player could actually stick a 
finger or two into the danger zone. 

Warning signs include “Animal bites” 
and “Keep an eye on children.” 

A friendly worker, doing his morning 
rounds, denies requests to pet the lions 
because “they’re too big now.” 

Other animals are allowed to roam 
completely free, including an emu named 
Mike who’s been known to plop down for 
a nap next to some younger visitors. 

For the non-countiy folk, GuZoo can be 
difficult to find. Only one sign a few kilo¬ 



metres south of the site points travelers in 
the proper direction. 

Even still, at least a dozen visitors were 
spotted strolling the grounds on a particu¬ 
larly dreaiy Monday morning. 

It can be hard to differentiate between 
paying customers and zoo volunteers, as 
many under the age of 18 stop by to lend a 
hand in exchange for the chance to cuddle 
a rabbit — or something more daring. 

“This one likes to tiy to touch the 
bear,” the worker says, motioning to his 
young protege. 

Words like “organic” and “intimate” 
are used to describe GuZoo, and the work¬ 
er says the crowds come by the hundreds 
on the weekends.

“They have their own agenda, 
and it has nothing to do with 
the animals.” 

November 2007, in response to claims from animal-rights 
groups that GuZoo and Discovery had violated more than 150 
regulations put in place by the province. 


“I am disappointed in our 
government. This is the wonder 
of their whole setup: I have to 
get rid of every animal, but then 
I can start over again.” 

June 2011, in response to have his zoo permit temporarily 
revoked, a move he said was spurred by "Communist Alberta.” 


“We have done at least double. 
They have basically left me with 
no choice.” 

April 2012, referring to animal slaughters on site he claimed 
were necessary to feed tigers, monkeys and lions while under 
strict sanctions from the province. Animals killed included 
calves, goats and deers.

It is just minutes off Highway 2 — a few 
blocks from the McDonald’s in Innisfail 
— yet it feels worlds away from the busy 
thoroughfare. 

Children pet tigers. A camel eats as 
kids reach through a fence to touch his 
humps. Kids put a loonie in a machine 
and out comes a snack mix consisting of 
nuts, raisins, goldfish crackers and break¬ 
fast cereals, which promptly gets thrown 
at a cage containing a monkey. 

Meanwhile, an ostrich sticks its beak 
through the wire enclosure. Two elk 
stand behind a sign warning visitors that 
the animals are in breeding/calving sea¬ 
son and will charge the fence. 

And the bears. Oh, the bears. 


Discoveiy Wildlife Park is home to sev¬ 
eral bears who’ve starred in movies, com¬ 
mercials and television shows, including 
Anchorman, The Sopranos and Brolce- 
baclc Mountain. 

At a 1 p.m. bear show (free with the 
zoo’s $16 adult admission), where photos 
and video are forbidden, Ruth LaBarge 
— Hollywood animal trainer and mom 
to the beasts — spouts safety facts while 
standing beside the bears, spoon-feeding 
them canned salmon and getting them to 
play dead, paint and wave for the audi¬ 
ence. 

Tiger, beaver, jaguar and small animal 
shows also take place throughout the day. 

When the bear show wraps up, fam¬ 
ilies wait in line to pose for a photo with 
the bear of their choice (at a cost of $20) 
before eagerly rushing to see more of the 
zoo’s caged creatures. 

Several enclosures have vending ma¬ 
chines that dispense animal feed, while 
signs warn about eveiything from not 
feeding certain animals to not putting 
fingers through the squirrel’s fenced en¬ 
closure because they will bite. 

The cages that hold the animals are 
relatively clean. 


While some enclosures have more 
than one fence, the ostrich, camel and 
reindeer all stand behind a wire barrier 
that guests stick their hands through to 
feel the animals. 

At the ostrich enclosure, a mom warns 
her child the bird will bite him — before 
she sticks her own hand through the 
fence to get a photo. 

The zoo advertises that it offers an ex¬ 
perience that “can’t be found anywhere 
else in the world.” 



“They’re sending these coyotes 
to death. They know enough that 
people are super afraid of them 
and somebody will shoot them.” 

May 2013, amid claims that a trespasser cut holes in the 
fences of coyotes, buffalo and others at the zoo. Only one 
coyote escaped. 


“It’s all bulls—t. You can make 
anything you want out of it. I 
could go to your house and find 
something that’s wrong, probably.” 

July l, 2013, in response to new footage showing numerous 
carcasses on site at the zoo, maggots in the domestic cat food 
and dirty food-preparation areas. 


“Domestic terrorists is what they 
are. The government has six 
months to do something about this 
group... or I will shut my gates to 
the public.” 

July 8,2013, the day after the new footage surfaced and the 
RCMP launched an investigation into trespassing at the zoo. 


Think you can do better? 
How to start your own zoo 


How difficult is it to cage ani¬ 
mals, charge admission and 
start a zoo? Metro finds out. 

The Government of Alberta 
Standards for Zoos in Alberta, 
a 2005 document legislating 
zoos in the province, details 
the application process. 

The steps to start a zoo of 
your own include: 

— own land or have a legal 
entitlement to operate a zoo 
on someone else’s land 

— obtain and maintain in¬ 
surance “in an amount no less 
than $2 million” 

— file a plan that describes 
the basic steps, including dis¬ 
posing of animals, that will be 
taken if the zoo ever ceases 
operation 


— submit a written agree¬ 
ment with a licensed Albertan 
veterinarian who will provide 
care for your wildlife and con¬ 
trolled animals 

— submit a zoo permit fee 
of$100 

— submit a zoo develop¬ 
ment plan that includes a de¬ 
scription of the zoo’s purpose, 
a list of animals that will be 
kept at the zoo and their ages 
and sexes, a diagram of the ex¬ 
hibit layout and a description 
of how specific standards will 
be met 

— interact with the Al¬ 
berta Zoo Advisoiy Commit¬ 
tee while preparing and re¬ 
viewing the plan

Euthanasia scare. Would 
closing GuZoo be a death 
sentence for its animals? 


GuZoo staff have repeatedly 
claimed critics don’t have 
a proper understanding of 
farm life and contend that 
their facility’s closure would 
result in 250 domestic ani¬ 
mals being euthanized. 

“These are the people that 
claim they’re trying to save 
the animals,” owner Lynn 
Gustafson said this month. 

Alberta Agriculture and 
Resource Development 
spokesperson Susan Williams 
confirmed that livestock that 


has come into contact with 
other animals would have to 
be destroyed, but said domes¬ 
tic pets would be handled on 
a case-by-case basic. 

“If there’s a suspicion of 
some sort of disease, there 
are things that could come 
into play,” Williams said. “But 
other than that, it’s basically 
based on their health and 
well being. There’s nothing 
that says those animals have 
to be destroyed.”

Don’t get hot blooded. Try 

learning before loathing, 
says Reptile World owner 


Dave Bethel gets the odd com¬ 
plaint from visitors to his 
Reptile World private zoo in 
Drumheller, Alta., but he says 
nearly all are unfounded. 

Some are concerned that 
male and female lizards are 
separated or that a gecko looks 
malnourished. However, Beth¬ 
el maintains he’s merely tiy- 
ing to create an environment 
similar to what his creatures 
would experience in the wild. 

“They are putting human 
emotions on an animal with¬ 
out knowing what they re¬ 
quire,” he said, noting some 
desert animals go extended 


periods without nourishment 
and only come together to 
mate with the opposite sex 
once a year. 

Bethel has never been to 
GuZoo — nor has he seen the 
controversial images — but he 
encouraged eveiyone to visit 
venues like his before forming 
an opinion. 

“You go back through the 
centuries, there’s always been 
controversy about zoos,” he 
added. “These days there’s a 
lot more activists that believe 
nothing should be kept, noth¬ 
ing should be caged.”

It’s been nearly a decade 
since one of them donned 
the likeness of Kathleen 
Rockwell, walked in the 
parade and spent time on 
the midway greeting fair- 
goers and singing songs. 

But with the revamped 
K-Days returns a favourite 
part of Edmonton’s exhib¬ 
ition — for the first time 
since 2005, Klondike Kate 
will be a part of the summer 
festival. 

Kennedy Jenson, who was 
Kate in 1996 and 1997, and 
Linda Keith (formerly Ather- 
ton-Molnar), who played 
Kate from 2002 though 2004, 
are reprising their roles as 
the dancer and vaudeville 
star, as K-Days brings back 
touches of the old Klondike 
Days theme. 

Klondike Kate turned 
into somewhat of a mascot 
for the city, said Keith. 

“I think it just morphed 
into that, and I think it’s 
something Edmonton’s been 
missing,” she said. 

Jenson will be Klondike 
Kate from July 19 to July 23, 
and Keith from July 24 to 
July 28. Each will be on site 
from 1 p.m. to 6 p.m. daily, 


performing half-hour shows 
and strolling the grounds. 

It’s definitely less of a 
time commitment than it 
was during Klondike Days, 
as Kate would “belong to 
the city for 10 days,” said 
Keith. 

Days would begin with 


pancake breakfasts, and per¬ 
formances weren’t limited 
to the midway, with Kate ap¬ 
pearing at seniors’ homes, 
rotary clubs, West Edmon¬ 
ton Mall and more. 

“You name it, I was 
there,” said Jenson. 

Outfits were provided 


each year, and Keith has 
had more made since she 
has carried on playing the 
role at seniors’ homes and 
private parties throughout 
Alberta, B.C. and in Arizona. 

Both Jenson and Keith are 
honoured to take the official 
role on again, as they credit 


their time as Klondike Kate 
with helping them further 
their careers in music and 
entertaining. 

They are also happy to 
see something they believe 
meant a lot to Edmonton¬ 
ians make a comeback — 
even in a small way.

Wildrose criticizes 
flood response 

Alberta’s Opposition leader 
has rebuked the governing 
Tories for their “failure” to 
prevent widespread damage 
in recent flooding while 
offering her party’s own 
remedies to reduce risks. 

Danielle Smith’s 
Wildrose party is making 
22 recommendations to 
compensate current victims 
and to reduce damage in 
the future. 

Smith said the govern¬ 
ment could have prevented 
much of the damage 
wrought by high water in 
affected communities, but 
failed to act. 

“The failure of the prov¬ 
incial government to heed 
repeated warnings and 
properly prepare for severe 
flooding has resulted in far 
more damage and hardship 
than was necessaiy,” she 
said Thursday.

Who doesn’t have that favour¬ 
ite pair of shoes, you know, the 
ones that fit so perfect on their 
feet? 

Apparently, thousands of 
women. 

This is something Poppy 
Barley of Edmonton aims to fix. 

When 29-year-old Justine 
Barber was travelling in Bali, 
she found a pair of boots she 
couldn’t resist. As fate would 
have it, they didn’t have her 
size either. No problem, the 
shopkeeper said, scunying 
with his tape to measure her 
foot. A short time later, upon re¬ 
turning to Canada, her perfect¬ 
ly fitting boots were shipped to 
her door. 

This sparked an idea in the 
young entrepreneur, and en¬ 
listing the help of her sister, 
31-year-old Kendall Barber, the 
pair set off to launch North 
America’s first online made- 
to-measure footwear outlet. 
Justine started working on the 
company in July, and by Nov¬ 
ember 2012 they were in busi¬ 
ness. 

“Everyone’s forgotten how 
a good pair of shoes feels,” said 
Justine, a University of Alberta 
undergrad, who went on to get 
a masters in war studies from 
a Belgian university, and now 
leads product development and 
design for Poppy Barley. 


“We’ve settled for off-the- 
rack shoes for so long.” 

Growing up, the sisters 
moved around a lot — daugh¬ 
ters of a father who moved 
along with his job at the rail¬ 
way. They agree that while 
young it was tough, it’s the glue 
that’s held them together. 

“We’re veiy comfortable in 
new and unfamiliar surround¬ 
ings,” Kendall said of their con¬ 
stant adaptation to new homes, 
schools and friends when they 
were younger. 

The pair agree the boost 
they received from working 


with Startup Edmonton was in¬ 
tegral in their business success. 
The people involved with Star¬ 
tup Edmonton and Accelerate 
Alberta provided investment 
capital and mentoring — with 
the mentoring providing the 
best return on investment. 

“Whenever we came to a 
roadblock we’ve had an incred¬ 
ible network to help us out,” 
said Kendall, a University of 
Victoria commerce grad. 

Nine months later, they still 
work out of the Startup Ed¬ 
monton space with four others, 
where they handle customer re¬ 


lations, web design, packaging 
and presentation and their so¬ 
cial media presence. 

Poppy Barley’s first product 
was a one-inch heeled leather 
boot. They recently introduced 
a line of flats and now entertain 
orders for higher-heeled boots. 

When they first launched 
their exclusive online portal 
for made-to-measure footwear, 
their customer base was from 
Alberta. Now, they build foot¬ 
wear for people across North 
America. And 11 per cent of 
their business comes from re¬ 
peat customers.

Think big, 
sisters say 

As two successful women 
entrepreneurs, Kendall and 
Justine Barber have veiy 
clear advice for any other 
budding females keen on 
doing business. 

Think big, said Kendall. 
And then think even bigger. 

When starting their 
online, made-to-measure 
footwear company, Poppy 
Barley, they shot for the 
stars. They wanted to be 
North America’s number 
one name brand in the 
field. 

Kendall adds that when 
she’s been at various start¬ 
up business conferences, 
the men are pitching gran¬ 
diose dream projects, while 
she finds the women tend 
to have ideas that are much 
smaller scale and focused 
on niche areas. 

The pair receives regu¬ 
lar queries from young 
women looking to glean 
any wisdom gained by the 
online shoe gurus. And, as 
provided to them by the 
people at Startup Edmon¬ 
ton and Accelerate Alberta, 
they want to be a resource 
for others. 

“The biggest thing I’m 
telling (young women) is 
how much bigger we need 
to think as women,” Ken¬ 
dall said. 

The pair are working to 
build a fashion tech com-

munity in Edmonton, offer¬ 
ing support, expertise and 
encouragement for others 
looking for a biz boost. 

Justine said there’s also 
practical wisdom they’ve 
gained — even having only 
been in business for a year. 

“You need good credit. 
And a life with no big 
financial commitments,” 
she said. 

“You have to design your 
life to take a risk.” 

With that risk comes 
the eventual reward. While 
the Barber sisters have no 
immediate plans to move 
on from their Poppy Barley 
success — they want to 
keep building the product 
line — they aren’t shy to 
say they want to take this 
experience and put it to the 
test in another venture.

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Nazi cafe owner in Indonesia 
asked to explain his motive 


Bandung, Indonesia. 

His restaurant is 
filled with Nazi 
pictures. Now the city 
government wants to 
know what the deal is 


Authorities in central Indo¬ 
nesia will ask a restaurant 
owner to explain his reasons 
for opening a Nazi-themed 
cafe that has sparked contro¬ 
versy among locals and tour¬ 
ists, an official said Thursday. 

Soldatenlcaffee includes a 
red wall of Nazi-related mem¬ 
orabilia, including a large 
flag with the swastika and a 
giant picture of Adolf Hitler. 
Its wait staff dresses in SS, or 
Schutzstaffel, militaiy uni¬ 
forms, and can be seen pos¬ 
ing in front of the cafe on its 
Faceboolc page. 

The cafe, located in the 


West Java provincial capital 
of Bandung, one of Indo¬ 
nesia’s tourist destination cit¬ 
ies, has been open since April 
2011. But a recent article in a 
local English-language news¬ 
paper has prompted angiy 
responses from some foreign¬ 
ers and Indonesians on social 
networking sites. 

Ayi Vivananda, deputy 
mayor of Bandung, said a let¬ 
ter was sent Thursday sum¬ 
moning cafe owner Hemy 
Mulyana to meet with offi¬ 
cials to discuss his motives 
for opening the cafe and 
whether his objective was to 
incite racial hatred. 

“Those symbols are inter¬ 
nationally recognized to rep¬ 
resent violence and racism,” 
Vivananda said. Mulyana 
says his objective was to at¬ 
tract customers. He also de¬ 
nied being pro-Nazi. “I have a 
right to design my restaurant 
with anything that attracts

“I’m just a businessman, 
not a politician,” said the 
owner of Soldatenlcaffee, 
a cafe in Indonesia that 
some feel glorifies Nazi 
figures through its Nazi 
theme.

Nazi and doesn’t support 
Hitler, despite having a 
giant picture of him in 
the establishment along 
with Nazi memorabilia. 

“I’m sure that I’m not 
violating any laws,” said 
Mulyana. The controversy 
forced him to temporarily

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Trayvon Martin’s parents 
describe shock over verdict 



Court. Dead teen's 
mother says 
Zimmerman’s acquittal 
sends a ‘terrible 
message to other little 
black and brown boys' 


Trayvon Martin’s parents made 
appearances on network mor¬ 
ning shows Thursday, saying 
they are still shocked that 
jurors acquitted George Zim¬ 
merman in the 2012 shooting 
death of their 17-year-old son. 

On NBC’s Today show, 
Sybrina Fulton questioned 
whether jurors looked at the 
shooting from her son’s point 
of view. 

“He was a teenager. He was 
scared. He did run,” Fulton said, 
who added that she believes the 
justice system failed her son. 

“We didn’t get the verdict 
we wanted because we wanted 
him to be (held) accountable.” 

Martin’s father, Tracy Mar¬ 
tin, expressed disbelief in the 


verdict handed down Saturday 
by a six-woman juiy following 
a three-week trial in central 
Florida. 

“We felt in our hearts that 
we were going to get a convic¬ 
tion,” Martin said. “We felt that 
the killer of our unarmed child 
was going to be convicted of 
the crime he committed.” 

On ABC’s Good Morning 
America, Tracy Martin said 
he felt the juiy did not get a 
chance to get to know the teen. 
“They didn’t know him as a hu¬ 
man being,” he said. 

Martin’s parents said they 
still believe Zimmerman, who 
identifies himself as Hispanic, 
racially profiled their son. 

“Obviously, any time you 
have a person that makes an 
assumption that a person is up 
to no good, that’s some kind of 
profiling,” Martin said. “Was 
he racially profiled? I think if 
Trayvon had been white, this 
never would have happened.” 

The U.S. Justice Department 
announced Sunday it plans to 
review the case to determine 
whether U.S. federal prosecu¬ 


tors should file criminal civil 
rights charges now that Zim¬ 
merman has been acquitted. 
Zimmerman, who was 


charged with second-degree 
murder, claimed he shot Mar¬ 
tin in self-defence.

‘Standyour 
grouna’laws 
in the spotlight 

The George Zimmerman 
trial has shone a harsh spot¬ 
light on the so-called “stand 
your ground” laws found in 
almost two dozen American 
states, with U.S. Attorney 
General Eric Holder sug¬ 
gesting this week that the 
controversial laws encourage 
violence and result in the 
deaths of innocent citizens. 

Florida’s “stand your 
ground” law has report¬ 
edly been invoked 200 
times since the state passed 
the statute in 2005, but it’s 
most infamously associated 
with Trayvon Martin’s 2012 
slaying as he walked to his 
father’s house in a gated 
community on a rainy Febru- 
ary evening. 

Zimmerman’s defence 
team didn’t ask for an im¬ 
munity hearing under the 
law, but the instructions 
provided to jurors borrowed 
heavily from the Florida stat¬ 
ute. The only juror to speak 
publicly about the case also 
said earlier this week that 


she believed Zimmerman 
was justified in shooting 
Martin because he feared for 
his life after following the 
unarmed black teen. 

The not-guilty verdict 
handed down to Zimmer¬ 
man has outraged many 
Americans, but there have 
been a host of similar, lesser- 
known cases in states with 
“stand your ground” laws 
throughout the countiy — 
all involving firearms, and 
many of them with startling 
legal conclusions. 

The laws — backed by the 
powerful gun-rights lobby, in 
particular the National Rifle 
Association — vaiy slightly 
from state to state. But in 
general, they expand the 
concept of self-defence to 
allow citizens to use deadly 
force if they feel threatened 
during a confrontation. 

In some jurisdictions, 
“stand your ground” can 
only be invoked if citizens 
involved in deadly encoun¬ 
ters are in their homes or 
vehicles. In other states, like 
Florida, the first jurisdiction 
to pass such laws, citizens 
can be on public streets and 
cite “stand your ground.”

Tunisia. Jailed feminist 
facing new charges after 
fight with prison guard 


Amina Sboui, the impris¬ 
oned Tunisian member of the 
Ukrainian women’s group 
Femen, is facing new charges 
following an altercation with 
a prison guard, her defence 
lawyer said Thursday. 

Sboui, 19, shocked Tuni¬ 
sians in March by posting top¬ 
less photos of herself online 
to denounce the mistreat¬ 
ment of women. She was later 
arrested on May 19 for scrawl¬ 
ing the name of the group on 
the wall of a cemetery in the 
Tunisian city of Kairouan, 
where ultraconservative Mus¬ 
lims had planned an annual 


conference. 

She has been charged 
with belonging to a criminal 
organization, undermining 
public morals and desecrat¬ 
ing a cemeteiy, which could 
result in an eight-year prison 
term. She has been in prison 
for two months, and no trial 
date has been set.

Detroit files for bankruptcy 


Once the veiy symbol of Amer¬ 
ican industrial might, Detroit 
became the biggest U.S. city to 
file for bankruptcy Thursday, 
its finances ravaged and its 
neighbourhoods hollowed out 
by a long, slow decline in popu¬ 
lation and auto manufacturing. 

The filing — feared for 
months — put the city on an 
uncertain course that could 
mean laying off municipal em¬

and snow plowing, which have 
already been slashed. 

Kevin Orr, a bankruptcy ex¬ 
pert hired in March to stop De¬ 
troit’s fiscal free-fall, made the 
filing in federal court.

San Francisco office, said the 
city would pay current employ¬ 
ees. But “beyond that, all bets 
are off.” 

“They don’t have to pay 
anyone they don’t want to,” he 
said. “And no one can sue.” 

Detroit’s population, which 
in the 1950s reached 1.8 mil¬ 
lion, now struggles to stay 
above 700,000. Much of the 
middle-class and scores of busi¬ 
nesses have fled, taking their 
tax dollars with them.

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Bonjour, touristes! France won’t 
surrender to its bad reputation 


C’est difficile no more? 

France is the most 
visited country in the 
world, but has long had 
a reputation for being 
unwelcoming to visitors 


There are no trash cans on the 
Champs-Elysees. Paris’ depart¬ 
ment stores, as well as shops 
and restaurants across the 
countiy, are closed on Sundays. 
And pickpockets swarm the 
Eiffel Tower and the Louvre. 

France has long had a repu¬ 
tation — particularly in the 
English-speaking world — for 
being a bit difficult to visit. We 
love to hate it, with its surly 
waiters and superior shopkeep¬ 
ers. But we also love to love it: 
More people visit France than 
any other countiy in the world. 


But now, after years of cas¬ 
ually riding a reputation for 
stunning monuments and 
world-class food, the French 
are starting to talk about tour¬ 
ism as an economic benefit — 
and one they need to do more 
to capitalize on. This is a sea 
change in a countiy that has 
long prided itself on not doing 
anything as gauche as catering 
to visitors. 

“The problem is that in 
France we don’t value jobs in 
tourism,” says Didier Arino, 
a director of the consultancy 
Protourisme. “We conflate ser¬ 
vices with servitude.” 

The numbers show that 
something is amiss. With the 
draws of Paris, Alpine skiing 
and some of the ritziest Medi¬ 
terranean resorts, France has 
been the most-visited countiy 
for eveiy year there are statis¬ 
tics in the World Bank data¬ 
base, welcoming 83 million 


foreign tourists in 2012. But it 
has never sat atop the list of 
places where visitors spend the 
most. There, it has been No. 3, 
behind the U.S. and Spain, for 
several years. 

France’s Socialist govern¬ 
ment has vowed to change 
this. 

“I want to make France No. 
1, period,” Tourism Minister 
Sylvia Pinel told reporters last 
year as a new government took 
the reins and laid out its prior¬ 
ities. Improving France’s “wel¬ 
come” was one of those — cre¬ 
ating a true tourism policy for 
the first time, Pinel said. 

Pinel wasn’t shy in finking 
the cultural and commercial: 
She called tourism a lever for 
growth and jobs, both of which 
France desperately needs. The 
country’s economy is in reces¬ 
sion, and unemployment is 
nearly 11 per cent.

Making ‘un’ effort 
to make more dough 


Working on the hunch that it’s 
the frigid welcome that has dis¬ 
suaded tourists from spending 
more, Paris’ Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Industry has joined 
forces with the city’s Regional 
Tourism Committee to create 
a guide for people who work in 
hospitality 

Called “Do You Speak Tour- 
iste?,” the guide focuses a lot on 
the obstacle of language. 

“When you go to a foreign 
country, and you see that the 
person in front of you is mak¬ 
ing an effort to at least start the 
discussion in your language, 
there’s a barrier that breaks 
down,” says Quentin Boissy 
D’Anglas of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The guide — available in 
hard copy and online — offers a 
few phrases in the languages of 
the 11 most popular countries 
of origin for tourists to Paris. 
Perhaps more important, it also 
offers clues to what tourists are 
looking for: A Brazilian wants 
to feel he is seeing the “hidden” 
Paris, for instance, or a German 
appreciates a handshake. 



The advice can seem simple: 
Most tourists — surprise! — are 
looking for good service. 

But Pauline Frommer, 
who is co-publisher of the 
Frommer’s guidebooks and 
frommers.com, notes that small 
matters of politesse can make a 
big difference on impressions. 
She suspects that at least part 
of the French reputation for 
rudeness in the U.S. stems from 
Americans’ misunderstanding 
of the rules there.

Liz: Mark, ever since I 
made the decision to live 
alone last year.

MB: Only when I was tired 
from my busy day. What I 
did like about the movie 
was the interesting rela¬ 
tionship between the mar¬ 
ried couple investigating 
the paranormal activities. 
I wish the movie was more 
about them. I also liked the 
1971 setting, which made 
the movie spooky although 
I don’t know which was 
scarier: the wallpaper or 
the moustaches.

As everyone knows, Jason 
Statham is among a dying 
breed of old-school macho ass- 
kickers. He’s more than that, 
though. Before his screen debut 
in Lock, Stock and Two Smok¬ 
ing Barrels (not an action film), 
he was a member of Britain’s 
National Diving Squad, a model 
and worked in the black mar¬ 
ket. 

He’s still versatile: His 


latest. Redemption, made by 
Dirty Pretty Things and East¬ 
ern Promises writer Steven 
Knight, is a drama (with some 
action) in which he plays an 
ex-soldier with PTSD who lives 
on the streets — until he steals 
someone’s identity and falls for 
a nun. 

Redemption concerns home¬ 
lessness, class warfare and 
other serious issues. What 
drew you to it? 

I thought it was different, 
but not so different that it 
wouldn’t be enjoyable. There’s 
a limit to doing something just 
for the sake of being different. 
And I like dark tales; I like 
thrillers. I thought this would 
be the kind of movie I’d want 
to see, so I might as well be 
in it. 

Were you consciously seeking 


out something that would be 
different from most of your 
action films? 

It’s not like, “Oh my God, 
here’s my chance to do some¬ 
thing so different!” It’s never 
like that. It’s more that this is 
a quality stoiy. This is a quality 
movie. I want to do that. It just 
turns out that it’s a bit differ¬ 
ent from some of the others 
I’ve done. 

Did you do much research? 

We met some of the soldiers 
who have been in the war and 
came back, and a lot of them 
have disabilities: They lost 
an eye, lost a leg. You think, 

“F—, that’s really out there, 
we never see that.” It’s not an 
exposed subject, these soldiers 
who come back from the war. 
Ten per cent of the homeless 
people (in London) are from 
the militaiy forces. 


You didn’t start out as an 
action actor. How did you get 
into it? 

I just kind of tumbled into 
it. I never had an idea to do 
it. I had a ton of years of ex¬ 
perience in martial arts and 
gymnastics. My dad was a 
gymnast and a boxer. When 
I started, I was just like, “OK, 
now I get to throw some silly 
stuff around. Let’s see if I can 
do it.” The next thing you 
know, it worked. I wasn’t 
being cast in period dramas 
back in England. You have to 
figure out some other way to 
make money. 

You could still do that, 
though. You could do some¬ 
thing Dickensian. 

I don’t know how many thrills 
I’d get out of wearing those 
tights eveiy day.

Big Star’s 1972 debut, #1 
Record, did not turn the 
Memphis quartet into what 
their name implies; the al¬ 
bum didn’t even come close 
to charting at the position 
that its title suggests. 

They would, however, 
eventually influence the 
next generation of alterna¬ 
tive rock music, but this 
initial burst of self-imposed 
tragic and comic irony 
would go on to haunt the 
band. 

Director Drew DeNicola 
wanted to get away from 
this disparity when making 
the new documentary, Big 
Star: Nothing Can Hurt Me. 

“The sensibility of these 
guys wasn’t a commercial 


one, even if they thought 
so. The Big Star name was 
slightly tongue-in-cheek,” 
he says. 

“It wasn’t even in the 
DNA of the band. It wasn’t 
even in that music for it to 
be successful at that time.” 

Tongue-in-cheek or not, 
Big Star was perpetually in 
the right place at the wrong 
time. 

They played the type 
of guitar pop that earned 
them comparisons to The 
Beatles at a time when the 
biggest bands were inflated 
and gimmicky (think: Kiss 
or ELO). 

They got a record deal, 
and the label declared bank¬ 
ruptcy before their second 
album could leave the ware¬ 
house. 

Founders fled in frus¬ 
tration and one died in a 
car crash before Big Star 
achieved posthumous popu¬ 
larity in the ’80s. 

DeNicola and codirec¬ 
tor Olivia Mori wring out a

Netflix’s House of Cards made 
Emmy history Thursday with 
a top drama series nomina¬ 
tion, the first time that tele¬ 
vision’s leading awards have 
recognized a program deliv¬ 
ered online as equal in qual¬ 
ity to the best that TV has to 
offer. The nomination, one of 
nine nods earned by the polit¬ 
ical thriller, is a marker in the 
unfolding revolution in how 
we receive and watch video 
entertainment. 

“It’s really groundbreak¬ 
ing,” said Ted Sarandos, chief 
content officer for Netflix. 
“It’s beyond our most bold ex¬ 
pectations. We were thinking 
a single nomination would be 
a win ... It’s as much a win for 
Internet television as it is for 
the content creators.” 

The most Emmy nomina¬ 
tions, 17, went to American 
Horror Story: Asylum. Close 
behind was Game of Thrones 
with 16 nods, while Saturday 
Night Live and the Liberace 
biopic Behind the Candelabra 
earned 15 nominations each, 
including nods for stars Mi¬ 
chael Douglas and Matt Da¬ 
mon. 

The bonanza of nomina¬ 
tions for Game of Thrones 
is the swords-and-fantasy 
show’s most-ever and in¬ 
cludes a best drama series nod 
and three acting bids, includ¬ 
ing a supporting nod for Peter 
Dinklage. 

House of Cards stars Kevin 
Spacey and Robin Wright re¬ 
ceived acting bids, along with 
a number of other primarily 
big-screen actors who have 
migrated to TV for power¬ 
house projects, with Douglas 
and Damon among them. 
Joining House of Cards and 
Game of Thrones in the best 
drama series categoiy are 
Breaking Bad, Downton Ab¬ 
bey, Mad Men and last year’s 
winner, Homeland. 

Mad Men, which last year 
missed out on the best drama 
trophy that would have been 
its record-setting fifth, eclips¬ 
ing fellow four-time winners 
Hill Street Blues, L.A. Law and 
The West Wing, gets another 
shot this year.

Not only is 
fronting a band new terri¬ 
tory for Newsted, so is the 
Heavy Metal Music writing/ 
recording process. 

Newsted recorded the 
skeletons of the songs on 
an iPad with GarageBand 
software.

125,000 descend on 
the annual festival 
that is routinely being 
used now as a major 
launching point

While official attendance fig¬ 
ures are not yet available, this 
year’s San Diego Comic-Con 
appears to be on track to top 
last year’s, selling out its four- 
day and daily tickets to more 
than 125,000 fans. 

And many of those fans 
flooded the San Diego Con¬ 
vention Center floor Wed¬ 
nesday evening for the three- 
hour Preview Night, sampling 
the countless booths from 
movie and television studios, 
toy manufacturers, video 
game companies and, of 
course, comic book publish¬ 
ers. 

Outside of the Conven¬ 
tion Center, fans had plenty 


of other chances to engage 
with upcoming movies, with 
nearby installations such as 
the Ender’s Game training 
simulator and the Godzilla 
Encounter, an experience 
that brings attendees into a 
simulated downtown Tokyo 
during a close-call with the 
famed giant monster and of¬ 


fers the first glimpse of his 
new design featured in the 
2014 film reboot. 

From what we could tell, 
the new Godzilla appears to 
be a mix between the ori¬ 
ginal version and the more 
dinosaur-lilce design from 
the much-derided 1998 film, 
though the trademark high- 


pitched roar is unmistakable. 

As for nightlife, Hitfix re¬ 
claimed its spot as the only 
party in town worth attending 
on the night before Comic- 
Con’s kick-off after sharing 
Wednesday night with Sum¬ 
mit Entertainment’s Twilight 
party last year.

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The 54th: They 
fought slavery — and 
stereotypes of their era 
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150 years later. 

Anniversary of Civil 
War recalled by 
African-American 
soldiers 


Dozens of Civil War re-en- 
actors gathered Thursday 
to commemorate the 150th 
anniversary of a famed at¬ 
tack by the 54th Massachu¬ 
setts Volunteer Infantry — a 
battle in South Carolina that 
showed the world black sol¬ 
diers could fight and was 
chronicled in the movie 
Glory. 

Re-enactors portraying 
members of the black Union 
regiment as well as Confeder¬ 
ate counterparts defending 
Battery Wagner in Charles¬ 
ton Harbor planned to travel 
Thursday afternoon by boat 
to Morris Island, the site of 
the battle, to lay a wreath 
and fire a salute. 

Speeches and Civil War 
period music also were 
planned on nearby Sullivans 
Island — an inhabited bar¬ 
rier island near the harbour 
entrance — about the time of 
the evening attack 150 years 
ago. Luminaries were to be lit 
by nightfall in memory of the 
dead. 

The 54th was raised in 
Boston and of the 600 black 
troops who bravely charged 
Battery Wagner, 218 were 
killed, wounded or captured 
in fierce fighting. 

The 54th later served in 
South Carolina, Georgia and 


Florida before returning to 
Massachusetts at war’s end. 

“This is probably the most 
significant anniversary of 
the 150th anniversaries of 
the Civil War,” said Walter 
Sanderson, a re-enactor from 
Upper Marlboro, Md. 

“It was a primary test for 
African-American troops in 
a very difficult assault. They 
proved themselves to be a 
quality regiment under the 
most severe duress.” 

Usually, there are about a 
dozen black re-enactors who 
make the trip each year. This 
year, more than 50 black re¬ 
enactors and several dozen 
Confederate re-enactors were 
gathering, some from such 
distant states as California. 

“Going out on that is¬ 
land has special meaning to¬ 
day,” said Joe McGill, a black 
Charleston re-enactor who 


makes the journey every July 
18. 

“It’s just an honour to be 
here. The 54th proved that 
black troops could fight in a 
battle,” said Louis Carter of 
Richmond, Va. He said Bat¬ 
tery Wagner and several ear¬ 
lier smaller fights involving 
black troops “disproved that 
stereotype that we would 
run.” 

Leon Watkins of San Fran¬ 
cisco carried the flag in the 
movie Glory. 

A former Marine, he said 
“if this hadn’t happened here 
150 years ago, I wouldn’t 
have been able to help pro¬ 
vide the blanket of security 
we all sleep under.” 

Glory will be shown Fri¬ 
day on an outdoor screen in 
Marion Square in Charles¬ 
ton. The 1989 film starring 
Matthew Broderick, Denzel

Battery Wagner attack 


The attack was part of an 
unsuccessful campaign by 
federal forces to capture 
Charleston, the city where the 
Civil War began in 1861 with 
a bombardment of federally 
held Fort Sumter.

A nice bottle of rose, and if 
it’s really a last-minute thing, 
I think a pasta can be won¬ 
derful. Just toss (in) all the 
best things from the farmers’ 
market. 

I made something the 
other night — I impressed 
myself, it was so delicious. 
Eveiything I got in one farm 
— peas, baby zucchinis, corn 
and I made some caramel¬ 
ized onions — and I just 
tossed the whole thing with 
some goat cheese, which 
melts into a sauce. It was 
absolutely divine.

The Edmonton Eskimos will 
be getting some key players 
back on both sides of the ball 
when they renew acquaint¬ 
ances with the B.C. Lions this 
weekend. 

Receiver Fred Stamps and 
defensive end Marcus Howard 
finished three solid days of 
practice on Thursday and are 
expected back for the rematch 
between the West Division ri¬ 
vals on Saturday in Vancouver. 
Both missed last weekend’s 
17-3 Eskimo loss to the Lions 
in Edmonton. 

“(Stamps) had a veiy good 
week of practice,” head coach 
Kavis Reed said on Thurs¬ 
day. “We’re veiy encouraged 
by what we’ve seen and we 
don’t see any reason, right 
now, why he shouldn’t be 
back on (the roster). Barring 
some unforeseen setbacks we 
expect him to be playing on 
Saturday.” 

Stamps said it’s been frus¬ 
trating not being able to prac¬ 
tise fully through the few 
weeks of the season, but after 
three solid days on the field 
he said he feels good and will 
feel “even better come game 
time.” 

Reed said Howard also had 
a good week of practice. 

“There haven’t been any 
setbacks with him as well so 
we’re pretty enthused to say 
that he’s probably going to be 
back,” Reed said. 

Reed agreed that the re¬ 
turn of the two key people 


on offence and defence will 
make the Eskimos a much 
better team on Saturday 
when they tiy to even their 
record at 2-2 and pull even 
with the Lions in the West 
Division standings. 

“You can list our top guys 
and they’re going to be in the 
top five or for sure the top 10,” 
Reed said of Stamps and How¬ 
ard. “So they’re significant to 
their respective units, to what 
we’re doing. We really feel 
with them on the field we’re 
a much better football team.” 

The Eskimos will have to 
be that if they hope to beat the 
2-1 Lions.
